Proceedings or To-day’s Meeting 
and Resolutions Adopted. 


The Beaver Congress. 
By Associated Press. | 

Denver, Nov. 20.—The committee 
on resolutions appoipted by the Min- 
ing Congress agreed vpon their re- 
port, declaring that the certificates of 
the Government, backed duvoilar for 
dollar by gold or silyer coin on de- 
posit in the treasury of the United 
States, is safe and sound currency and 
has been approved by the people ; that 
the First National Mining Congress is 
unalterably in fa¥ée of the principles 
of bi-metallism ; that gold and silver— 
not one, tothe exclusion of the other— 
are money Metals of the constitution ; 
that gold ‘and silver should have by 
law equal rights, uses and monetary 
purposes, and to that end we demand 
of the Congress of the United States 
the enactment of laws by which silver 
shall be coined free in all the mints 
equally with gold, and to have with it 
full and unrestricted monetary power ; 
that they be in the ratio of 16 tol, 
and when the coinage is represented 
by treasury notes each dollar ‘shall 
represent 412% grains of standard sil- 
ver or 25.8 grains of gold. 

Wuereas, The Supreme Court of 
the United States has declared ‘“‘that 
the exception of mineral lands from 

rants in the Acta of Congress should 
considered to apply only to such 
lands as were at the time of the grant 
koown to be so valuable for their min- 
erals as to justify the expenditure for 
their extraction ;’’ and 

Wuereas, This dictum of the Snu- 
preme Court, if it should become a 
law, would invest the Pacific Railway 
Companies that are holding grants of 
land from the Government with a vast 
number of the best minea discovered 
within the limits of said grants by 
prospectors and miners who have lo- 
ca thereon in good faith and de- 
veloped and sold therein in the honest 
belief that said grants were limited to 
agricultural lards vuly, as declared in 
the Acts of Congress making them ; 
therefore be it 

Resoived, That this Congress pro- 
tests agains.’ any construetion of the 
statutes of tle United States. which 
will result in such a system of whole- 
sale confiscating and consequent en- 
richment of great combinations al- 
ready enjoying the bounty of the Gov- 
eroment, and ealls upon the repre- 
sentatives of the people in Congress 
assembled to take such prom pt aod 
immediate action as may be within 
constitutional prerogative to destroy 
the threatened danger ; and 

Resolved, That the alien act, so far 
as it operates (o exclode foreign capital 
from investment in mining lands in 
Territories, ,is false in principle and 

miicious io effect, and demaniis' its 
mmediate repeal. : 

C. Powers of Atizona, an advo- 
cate of free coinage, occupied an bour 
in diecussing the use of silver from 
the earlie-t days of the world’s his- 
tory to the present time. E. R. 
Brown of A-pen said America should 
declare for a parity of the metals. At 
this jaucture Senator Stewart arose 
and announced that he did not own a 
share of Comstock stock, thus refuting 
the allegiition. Judge Harley Morse 
of Colotade spoke for twenty minutes 
in favor of free coinage. Martin Me 
Ginnis of Montana denounced Camp 
bell in a scathing manger for his cow- 
ardice in not advocating the platform 
upon which he was nomioated, Ex- 
Congreseman G. A. Cassidy of Ne- 
vada declared every man, woman and 
child in Nevada united io favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver.

The anti-sub-Treasury peo- 
ple made a prompt response by issa- 
ing a call for a convention of thé anti- 
sub-Treasury Alliance men at Mem- 
phis on the 16th day of December. 

The call declares that as the Su- 
preme Council declined to hear the 
protest against the sub-Treagury and 
land loan schemes, and against Gov- 
ernment control of railroads and tele- 
graph lines, it bas been decided to is- 
sue a call for a National Convention of 
all anti-sub-Treasury Alliance men in 
the United States to hear and consider 
this protest, and to take such final 
action in the premises as seems 
proper and best for the general well- 
fare. 

The morning session of the Alliance 
was chicfly devoted to the considera- 
tion of the demands and recommen- 
dations from State Alliances. The 
most important action taken was the 
adoption of a resolution demanding a 
constitutional amendment disfranchis- 
ing federal officers during the terms of 
office.

Six years ago the cry 
was very bitter against the possibility 
of the town liviog. Whole colonies of 
people had moved away. There was 
a Fresno co'ony, a Spokane colony, 
and men with families had moved to 
all parts of the coast. Ose hundred 
and fifty white men were employed in 
and around Truckee and no more. It 
did look a littie black for a while. But 
Truckee not only lived, but prospered. 
Many other bad years might be cited, 
but the one example will serve for all. 
We make the bold assertion, and no 
one can truthfull. contradict it, that 
Truckee bas improved, grown, had 
new houses built, new enterprises 
started, increased her property values, 
had better prospects for the future, 
during every single one of the afore- 
said nineteen yeurs. Take this year 
for an illustration. Improvements 
have been carried on in every part of 
town. Substantial building, much 
better than the old ones, replaced 
those that were burned last fall. Ab 
almost fire-proof ranye etands to-day 
on the burned district. Richardson 
Bros. have introduced their steam 
wagon and§made it a success. Shatfer 
has builded two lines of railroad. An 
addition to the town has been laid out 
and fifteen or twenty lots have been 
aold therein, simply because there is 
no more room in the Main town. New 
dwellings, aud very creditable ones 
too, have been erected. An opposi- 
tion ice company have announced their 
tention of joining issues with the 
Union Ice Company and offer to Duy 
and improve every avaiable ice site on 
the river. That means Trockee, for 
there are no longer any ice ponds east 
of town that are not occupied. Every 
mine in the Meadow Lake mining 
district has been bonded to Denver 
parties who have fully tested the ore 
and the processes they propose using. 
If Meadow Lake booms in the spring, 
Trackee will boom, for the trafic and 
travel must come from this point. 
Carlisie can be reached from Cisco, 
butasteep mountain shuts Meadow 
Lake off from Carlisle, Newlands an- 
nounces that he has spent $70,000 at 
Donner Lake, and no one who knows 
Mr. Newlands oy ge that he will not 
take steps to get his money out with 
interest.

SARAH WINNEMUCCA. 


Colesei Frank Parker Tells Hew 
Bhe Once Saved Mis Life. 

Princess Sarah Winnemucca, who 
died recently in Montana, was a re- 
markable woman in many respects, 
and a prominent feature in the Indian 
relations of the Pacific Coast for the 
past quarter of a century. She bad 
bet one idea, and that was the civiliz- 
ation of her people. She was the 
daughter of old Chief Winnemucca, 
of the great Piute tribe, which in- 
cluded the Bannocks, Sheep-eaters, 
Weisers, Malheurs and the Snake 
River, Indians, who commiited 8° 
many depredations in early days in 

and Idaho. Winne-nucca and 
her whole family were ever troe to the 
whites, and eo far as their jurisdiction 
xtended forced their tribes to peace. 
Joluvel Frank J. Parker, editor of the 
Walla Walla Statesman, tell how she 
saved his life and that of his compan- 
ions in the Malheur country in the 
spring of 1878: 

Sarah was then on ber way to the 
Malheur reservation in the vain. en- 
deavor to prevent the reservation In- 
dians there from going on the war- 
path with Boffalo Horn. One night 
ooe of the horses of her team got 
away, and to help her out we loaned 
a young fellow, who was along with 
her, oue of our horses to hunt the lost 
one. Charles Robinson of this city 
and a boy were along with us at the 
tyme, and for the help we rendered 
her we always gave credit for saving 
our little company from being killed. 
The Indians had already donned their 
war paint and we were in their midst. 
The very day we arived on the reser- 
vation everything was looking dark. 
Sarah was all the time in consultation 
with Chief Egan, and sent for us. 
Going to her wickiup, she introduced 
Eagan, and intimated that we had 
better get, and stand not upon the 
order of getting. As weonly had one 
gun among our crowd, the advice was 
taken. 

After this Sarah joined Howard’s 
outfit, and followed him throughout 
the Bannock campaign as a guide and 
a possible interpreter in case of a de- 
sire to surrender on the part of the 
hostiles. When the war ended she 
was in great demand by the Interior 
Department aathorities, and did good 
work in having the remnants of her 
tribe removed to various other reser- 

tions where they could do no mis- 
chiet She was the only Indian on 

is coast who ever took any promi- 
nent part in settling the Indian ques- 
tion, and as such her memory should 
be respected. 

Col. Parker could not have known 
old Winnemucca very well, for a more 
treacherous wretch never lived.
